Need a zombie fix? IDOT can help

Suffering from zombie withdrawal after “The 
Walking Dead” season finale last month? 

Look no further than the Illinois Depart- 
ment ofTransportation. 

IDOT last year launched “The Driving 
Dead,” a Web series and public awareness 
campaign that seeks to parlay America’s love 
of zombie shows into increased traffic safety 
among the elusive male demographic for ages 
21 to 34. 

The approximately 10 -minute online epi- 
sodes feature messages about wearing seat 


belts and drunken driving that are hammered 
home with all the subtlety of a crowbar into a 
zombie’s melon. IDOT’s foray into televised 
zombie fiction also features Michael Rooker, 
aka Merle Dixon, “Walking Dead”s’ fan-fa- 
vorite sociopathic redneck. 

Two “Driving Dead” episodes have pre- 
miered so far, and IDOT officials said they 
are tentatively pursuing two more this year. 

Both episodes feature a handful of charac- 
ters doing what it takes to survive in a zom- 
bie wasteland while offering safe driving tips 
along the way 


IDOT has paid $142,500 for each episode, 
money that came to the department via a 
federal National Highway Traffic Safety Ad- 
ministration grant that provides funding for 
public safety campaigns, according to IDOT 
spokesman GuyTridgell. 

The two episodes have gotten nearly 
1.3 million views, he said, dwarfing IDOT’s 
next-highest AbuTube effort, which was 
viewed 13,000 times. 

Tridgell said it was too early to say whether 
the campaign is helping to increase seat belt 
use or decrease drunken driving. 


About 1,300 dogs in the Chicago area have 
been stricken in a canine flu epidemic officials 
blame in part on the H3N2 viral strain never 
before seen in the United States. The strain is 
mainly circulating in the Chicago area, veteri- 
nary researchers at Cornell University said. 

» In February, veterinarians first began notic- 
ing an outbreak of coughing dogs; initially 
thought to be kennel cough, it was later dis- 
covered that dozens had canine flu. 

» Veterinarians are urging pet owners to be 
careful about allowing their dogs to have 
nose-to-nose contact with other dogs. And 
if a dog is diagnosed with the flu, pet own- 
ers should keep them as isolated as pos- 
sible for at least 10 days after the symptoms 
disappear. 

» Dogs can get vaccinated for the most com- 
mon version of the canine flu; but because 
the strain striking the Chicago-area is rooted 
in Asia, there is no specific vaccine available 
here, officials said. And experts don’t know 
if the current vaccine will even help protect 
dogs from becoming sick, tribune

Schock spent big in 
iast 3 months in office

Aaron Schock had $3.2 million in his cam-

“He’s accepted big-time challenges, whether 
it’s {guarding} LeBron {James}, James 
Harden, no matter who it is, he rises to the 
situations.” 

ESPN anchor AdnanVirk hails from Wig- 
gins’ hometown ofToronto. He notes that 
Wiggins has more opportunity than other 
rookies because the Timberwolves have 
fewer options. 

“Sometimes you’ll see this, rookies will 
put up great numbers for bad teams because 
there’s nobody else there,” Virk said. “But I 
do think Wiggins has amazingly ability” 

If the voters prioritize total production 
over efficiency of production, Wig- 
gins wiU take home the prize. 

Nerlens Noel 

Philadelphia center 
Some have dubbed Noel ‘Anthony 
Davis 2.0.” That’s a huge mountain 
to climb as Davis is the best 
center alive right now 
However, Noel has simi- 
lar characteristics to the 
Chicago native.

Noel turned 21 recently If 
award voters prioritize defense, he’ll receive a 
belated birthday present. 

FINAL ANALYSIS 

Mirotic plays on a winning team while 
Wiggins does not. 

“They’re definitely the top two,” said 
Bruce Bernstein, coordinating pro- 
ducer for ESPN’s NBA studio shows. 
“Wiggins will end up having more 

numbers, but he’s playing on a 
bad team. So when you’re on 
a bad team, you get lots of 
garbage time minutes.”

One day after Joel Quenneville described Lem- 
ont native Scott Darling’s effort during Game i 
of the Blackhawks’ 4-3 double-overtime victo- 
ry over Nashville as “one of the greatest relief 
performances you’re going to see,” the coach 
said Darling will be on the bench for Game 2.

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. MEET LOGAN SaUARE’S NEW 
SEAFOOD-FOCUSED RESTAURANT 
FROM THE OWNERS OF SCOFFLAW

C raft cocktail bar Scofflaw and come-as-you-are dance hall Slippery Slope are 
two of Logan Square’s hottest watering holes. With the momentum of that 
success, the owners have started a restaurant group and secured a rising star chef, 
Cleveland native— and Food and Wine magazine best pastry chef nominee— Matt 
Danko, to lead the opening of seafood-centric Sink Swim, also in Logan. Clearly the 
Scofflaw group knows its drinks, but restaurants are a different game. Could they 
swim with the big fish or would they set anchor with a dining dud? I set out to find 
out how tight their new ship really was. 


THE SCENE 

When you’re hawking a nautical theme, it’s 
tough not to go full-boat Red Lobster with 
the decor, but the crew behind Sink Swim 
has shown admirable restraint, except maybe 
in their use of “s” in their restaurant names. 
There was some thick sea cable-style rope 
hanging from the ceiling, and some salty 
dog sea captain portraits on the walls, but 
overall there was very little kitsch. It felt less 
like a Disney “Little Mermaid” set-piece and 
more like a mod, chill hang with calming 
white-washed walls. The globe lights made of 


white hexagonal glass panes, the Tiffany-blue 
banquettes, the light wood tables topped 
with tiny planters outfitted with succulent 
plants, and the floating blaze-orange fireplace 
located near the foyer give it almost a Danish 
ski-lodge vibe. 

THE SEAFOOD 

While the dining room is comfy and muted, 
and the menu prices eminently affordable 
(nothing is more than $20), that casualness 
belies the high-end gourmet talents of its 
executive chef Danko, a former art teacher 


who trained at venerable Cleveland spots like 
Greenhouse Tavern andTrentina, is a blazing 
new Chicago talent. His style, which is a 
smart, punchy flavor-forward reimagination 
of classic dishes, reminds me of the incred- 
ible work Jason Vincent was doing at Night- 
wood before he left. This link is appropriate, 
as Vincent, who too is a Cleveland native, 
introduced Danko to the Scofflaw group. 

A dish that most exemplified 
Danko’s style is his shrimp toast tea 
sandwich ($9), a Chinese dim sum 
staple that’s often a milquetoast 
mix of rubbery shrimp and 
canned water chestnuts. Danko’s 
version, more of an open-face 
sandwich, features buttery brioche 
triangles smeared with a velvety 
puree of shrimp and spicy nduja, a spread- 
able Italian pork sausage. It gets its crunch 
not from water chestnuts, but a spring 
bounty of crisp radish and curls of bitter 
frisee lettuce. Each element popped off with 
flavor in rapid succession like a fireworks 
grand finale. When it comes to oysters. I’m a 
purist, at most only adding a spritz of lemon 
or a drop of mignonette. But Danko serves

them up Moscow-style ($7.25 each) with a 
dollop of creme fraiche and a pinch of caviar, 
a preparation I’ll now crave with every plat- 
ter of oysters I may order. 

Danko’s monkfish liver torchon ($12) is a 
seafaring analogue to a foie gras terrine, fea- 
turing fish liver spiced with cardamom, Thai 
long pepper and orange zest. Monkfish liver 
is not quite as buttery as foie gras, but when 
paired with onion bechamel and burst- 
ing pickled grapes, it was somehow 
greater than the best duck liver 
pates I have loved. 

There was also a celery root 
soup ($12) drizzled with squid ink 
and filled with smoked clams and 
oysters and smoked paprika-dusted 
potatoes. It tasted like a rich man’s 
clam chowder. My only quibble is it could 
have had some brightening citrus added to 
cut through the richness. 

Amidst this brilliance, there was really 
only one dud, a ring of warm smoked trout 
($16) blanketed in gloppy bagna cauda, an 
aioli-like sauce. The creamy mess felt like 
eating canned tuna enrobed in microwaved 
Miracle Whip. 


Not everything here is from the sea. 
Danko’s beef and broccoli ($20) featuring 
seared, rare hanger steak, crisp cabbage 
wedges and charred florets of broccoli on a 
dish painted with a swoosh of chili and soy 
sauce-spiked fermented black bean paste 
was a brilliant riff on the Chinese take-out 
staple. “That’s one of the great things about 
this opportunity,” Danko said. “I was given a 
lot of freedom with the menu. Even though 
the restaurant is seafood-focused, I wasn’t 
put in a box. I was able to break out some old 
ideas, ideas I couldn’t do because I previ- 
ously worked in a French bistro and an Italian 
restaurant and bring them to life here.” 

THE SWEETS 

While he was in Cleveland, Danko spent a 
lot of time as a pastry chef, so I wasn’t sur- 
prised to see that he handles those duties at 
Sink Swim as well. One of the most imagina- 
tive and tastiest desserts I’ve experienced 
this year, a beautiful mix of sweet, bitter and 
fruity flavors, was Danko’s moist pound cake 
($ 8 ) infused with grated pecorino cheese 
tossed with dehydrated grapefruit marinated 
in Cappelletti (an Italian aperitif that’s more 
aromatic and sweeter than, but similar to 
Campari) topped with whipped honey cus- 
tard, pistachios and olive oil. 

THE SERVICE 

My server noticed we barely touched the 
warm smoked trout and inquired as to 
whether we enjoyed it. She took notes on 
our feedback and said she’d share it with the 
kitchen, and then comped the price of the 
dish on the bill, unbidden. When I asked 
her about an ingredient I didn’t recognize, 
garum, one of the options the restaurant of- 
fers as an oyster topper, she waxed rhapsodic 
about it being a fermented fish sauce used by 
Roman emperors. Though I’d visited in the 
first week of operation, this was an impres- 
sive display of knowledge and responsiveness 
I don’t often see in restaurants that have 
been open for months. 

BOTTOM LINE 

Sink Swim might seem like a casual neigh- 
borhood restaurant, but Danko’s dishes are 
incredibly complex, interesting and desti- 
nation-worthy It feels like a marriage of the 
clean, precise flavors of Nightwood in Pilsen 
and the modern seafood stylings of GT Fish 
& Oyster in River North, a heavenly pairing 
that means the restaurant does not sink and 
most definitely swims with Michael Phelps- 
like aplomb.

I even {saw} 
one riding my bike to a screening in Los 
Angeles, and every couple blocks there was 
a speed bump that had painted the word 
“hump” {on the pavement}, and that was 
fun. “Speed Hump,” we should totally make 
that in Chicago. I’ve never seen them called 
speed humps anywhere but Chicago, usu- 
ally they’re called {bumps}. 

What do you imagine would be the plotline 
of “Speed Hump”? 

{Laughs.} Well, I imagine it would be set to 
the theme from “Benny Hill,” and it would 
have to be sped up. And you’d have to have 
two people or three people or four people 
do everything they can in five minutes. Set 
to that na-na-na-na-na-na- 
na music. Although I’m not 
sure an audience could take 
that music for five minutes. 

Have you ever been horri- 
fied by one of the entries for 
the festival? Is it even possible for you to 
be horrified at this point? 

No, I can be horrified. And I have been. 
There are films that haven’t made it into 
the— not {because they’re} horrifying. My 
feeling is if I have to watch it during the 
jury {evaluation}, why shouldn’t the audi- 
ence have to watch it too? {Laughs.} Why 
should I be alone? One person’s behavior or 
pleasure is another person’s jaw-dropping 
psychological torment. And that’s part of 
what “Hump” is about, is everybody getting 
a good look at everybody else’s stuff and 


their kinks and their turn-ons. Sometimes 
it’s the simplest thing that {freaks} me out. 
I’m still a little uncomfortable watching 
cunnilingus, although I watch a lot of it 
every year putting the festival together. 
Cunnilingus is a lot of people’s mainstay but 
makes me go, “Hmm, OK.” And I’m sure 
things that are my mainstays {freak} other 
people out. That’s just part of ... knowing 
that lust and desire and passion and prefer- 
ences are all very subjective, and there’s 
no right or wrong. There’s just what works 
for you. And hopefully you’re doing it with 
people who want to do it with you. 

Are you ever challenged in the evaluation 
process to be objective, saying, “I don’t like 
this at all, but I think others will, so it’s OK”? 

Oh, absolutely There’s a room of 12 people 
in it, 12 angry queers and straights and kink- 
sters and vanilla people ... so I’m not the 
only voice on the jury There are films that I 
love that other people don’t and vice-versa, 
and we have a process where 
we argue a case for particular 
films. Usually it doesn’t shake 
out that the lesbians are all 
arguing for the lesbian films 
and the gay guys are all argu- 
ing for the gay butt-{bleeping} 
films. There are times when {there’s} a dyke 
film and the dykes are against it and the 
dykes are all for this gay film that I’m not 
particularly into. It’s 10 years of “Hump!” 
now, and lots of people have been on the 
“Hump!” jury for five, eight, 10 years, people 
who have been there the whole way and 
we’re pretty I think, used to having our 
boundaries challenged and we’re into it. It’s 
not like a roomful of partisans arguing for 
their stuff or what turns them on. It’s porn 
fans and film fans arguing for the best and 
most interesting and compelling films.

Has anyone ever protested the test, or 
stood in the audience and booed? 

{Laughs.} Yes, the only place we’ve ever real- 
ly had a protester was Portland. Somebody 
has picketed the festival a couple of times 
all by his lonesome. Right-wing Christian 
crazy people sent us threatening letters 
last year saying they were going to come 
and shut “Hump!” down in Seattle, and of 
course they didn’t show up. People who 
send you bull{bleep} emails threatening 
you are usually cowards who aren’t going to 
actually come and bother you in real life. 
That protester in Portland is the only one 
ever. Anti-porn protester. 

I’m not sure if there’s something noble 
or something sad about being the only 
person protesting something. 

I think it’s sad and noble at the same time. 

I don’t think those are mutually exclusive. I 
would like to see someone make a “Hump!” 
film about somebody coming to “Hump!” to 
protest {Laughs.} and then getting sucked 
into it. 

What would be the impact of a few frames 
of the “Hump!” film “Cinderfella” making it 
into a screening of “Cinderella”? 

{Laughs.} Oh my God. I think it would 
melt brains. Not kids. Kids would be like, 
“Whatever! Adults are weird.” But adults 
would never stop having a heart attack 
about that. We’re super-invested in this 
concept of children as innocents and 
uninterested in sex and unaware of it, and 
it’s just not true. So I think a few frames 
of “Cinderfella” dropped into a screening 
of “Cinderella” wouldn’t harm the kiddies. 
They’d be like, “What was that?” But the 
adults would {bleep} their pants.

The cli- 
che, it has gotten better, and sometimes you 
want to look back at the distance we’ve trav- 
eled individually and communally, and there’s 
something about that [quote] that to say 
those things-listen to the tone of my voice. 

It makes me giddy to say that. There’s noth- 
ing I enjoy more than being a homosexual. I 
wouldn’t want to be anything else.”

One of my favorite, 
deliberately absurd 
journalism-on-film moments is in “The Great 
Muppet Caper” when a paper hires Kermit 
and Fozzie and runs a front-page story “Iden- 
tical twins join Chronicle staff” Because, you 
know, papers always run pieces about hiring 
lowly reporters. (If you’ve seen the movie, you 
get the twins joke. If you haven’t, see it. ReaUy) 
Anyway I was encouraged when early in 
“True Story” New York Times reporter Mike 
Finkel (Jonah Hill) rides the subway and ob- 
serves a passenger reading his story Report- 
ers do that. It’s fun in reality and it’s a good 
little moment of truth on screen. So it’s too 
bad that the film frequently bounces back 
and forth between something that lives up 
to its name— and, regardless of the movie’s 
quality, it is a true story— and something 
that inspires skepticism and disbelief After 
the NYT discovers his unethical reporting 
and suddenly no one in the field will touch 
him, Finkel begins a series of interviews with 
Christian Longo (James Franco, Hill’s “This 
is the End” co-star), who’s accused of mur- 
dering his wife and three children and has 
been using “Mike Finkel” as an alias.

Adapting Finkel’s memoir, writer-director 
Rupert Goold foolishly presents major 
operations who don’t take, you know, “facts” 
seriously The publisher to whom Finkel 
pitches a book about Longo gives him several 
chances to earn their trust even after he’s 
already proven to be undeserving of it. And 
a reporter in Portland (Ethan Suplee) tips 
Finkel to the story but appears disinterested 
in interviewing Longo. Replies Finkel, as if 
this were a movie teaching children about 
reporting: “Everybody deserves to have their 
story heard.” Goold also doesn’t unravel the 
competition and pressure that might play a 
role in some reporters’ corner-cutting, and 
it’s absurd that Einkel thinks he’s done with 
his book but hasn’t considered whether or 
not his subject is guilty On a completely 
different note, the lecture that Einkel’s wife 
(Eelicity Jones, Oscar-nominated for “The 
Theory of Everything”) gives to Longo isn’t 
believable at all. Whether or not it really hap- 
pened, it feels like it was added to justify the 
presence of Jones, who’s better than this. 

Elsewhere, “True Story” is actually pretty 
engaging, showing how interviewer and sub- 
ject can be bound together as Eranco keeps 
Longo elusive in more effectively mysterious 
ways than Steve Carell did in “Eoxcatcher.” 
It’s pretty chilling to think that a proven liar 
is less credible than someone who might be a 
liar, even if that person is accused of murder. 
Though, actually the movie bungles that 
concept too.

The meat of the movie, though, is in Maria 
rehearsing with her assistant Valentine (Stew- 
art), who sees Helena as less of a frustrating, 
hopeless figure than Maria does. In this 
relationship, writer/director Olivier As- 
sayas (“Summer Hours”) depicts not just the 
unglamorous day-to-day of a famous person’s 
decisions and obligations but youth as a com- 
modity that drifts away as age encroaches 
like an unavoidable fog. 

Updating the 1950 classic ‘All About 
Eve,” Assayas makes a lot of the movie feel 
on-message. Were it less talk-talk-talk about 
admittedly very profound ideas, the fluid, 
mature “Clouds of Sils Maria” might be 
extraordinary Instead, it’s really good— a 
tart Hollywood satire (pitched somewhere

Alas, reclusive Internet whiz Nathan 
(Oscar Isaac), who clearly believes the only 
hair on his head should be on his face, lives 
on a massive plot of land accessible only by 
helicopter. Nice, soft-spoken Caleb (Domh- 
nall Gleeson, who will also co-star with Isaac 
in the new “Star Wars” movie), an employee 
at Nathan’s company arrives there after 
winning a contest at work, though he doesn’t 
know what he’s won until he gets there. And 
this is hardly a dudes’ vacation to hang out 
and drink, though there is a little of that, too. 
Nathan’s been developing an artificially intel- 
ligent machine named Ava (Alicia Vikander 
of “Seventh Son”), who kinda looks like she 
graduated from “I, Robot” and got a face and 
hands instead of a diploma. Caleb’s task: see 
if Ava passes the Turing test— thanks to “The 
Imitation Game,” we now all know who Alan 
Turing is— and indeed possesses conscious- 
ness on a human level.

I missed the much-despised “Chappie” 
because critics take vacations too, it’s not 
difficult to think of any number of more 
striking glimpses at the intersection between 
man (not person, man) and machine, from 
‘A.I.” to “Her.” Writer Alex Garland’s (“28 
Days Later,” “Sunshine”) directorial debut 
is more tricky than smart, setting traps and, 
like Nathan, thinking it’s more clever than 
it really is. I’m not great at predicting where 
theoretically brainy movies are going, but 
I spotted the flaws in this system well in 
advance of Garland revealing them. 

Perhaps his craftiest move was casting 
exclusively underrated actors. IfVikander’s 
not a household name soon. I’ll be surprised 
and mad; Gleeson knows how to imbue 
characters with goodness without coming off 
as bland; and Isaac (“Inside Llewyn Davis,” 

‘A Most Violent Year”) is quietly taking 
command of the industry giving Nathan a 
mysterious mix of arrogance and playfulness. 
They all help parts of “Ex Machina,” which 
poses some interesting notions of instinct 
vs. cognition, to serve as a companion piece 
to last year’s superior “The One I Love” 
and “Under the Skin,” where emotions are 
fragile, sexuality is a manipulator and identity 
is questionable. Just the kind of stuff that 
makes you turn to your date and make sure 
there’s no metal peeking out.

Murray), who still feels the need to add, 
“Riverboat is not the answer. He’s a one-way 
ticket to hell.” That’s the level of dialogue 
from writer-director Terry Jastrow, who also 
suggests a person inexperienced with drink- 
ing alcohol will consequently spill a lot and 
should be ashamed of his movie’s third-rate 
poker scene and inability to be either snappy 
and fun or gritty and tough. Plus, when Riv- 
erboat asks hotshot golfer Aaron Bolt (fason 
Dohring of “Veronica Mars”), ‘Are you really 
as good as everybody says?” and Aaron re- 
sponds, “No, I’m better,” I’m pretty sure that 
was stolen from Zack Morris. Or A.C. Slater. 
Or someone on a badly written TV show. 

Despite its ridiculous finale, “The 
Squeeze” never sinks to the depths of the 
unwatchable golf movie “Seven Days in 
Utopia,” which starred Lucas Black and 
Robert Duvall.

awful, especially when Augie ’s dad is carted 
away by a cop who, attempting to be a badass 
and clearly never having seen an episode of 
“Law and Order,” says, “Consider this your 
Miranda.”

“Unfriended” is more 
of a teen comedy 
crossed with an IT 
help video. But rest 
assured, a character

One year after teenager Laura Barns’ 
(Heather Sossaman) suicide, six of her friends 
hang out via Skype to discuss whether prom 
night should be “the night.” But they realize 
there’s a seventh chatter— the account of 
their deceased pal, who kind of destroys the 
prom excitement by insisting, “If you sign off, 
you die.” The only curse she conjures, how- 
ever, is the common horror movie problem 
of being unintentionally hilarious. 

Written by someone who worked on 
stunts for ‘Abraham Lincoln: Vampire 
Hunter” and overseen by a segment director 
for “Yolki 2” and “Yolki 3” but not the original 
“Yolki” (surely you’ve seen the entire Rus- 
sian trilogy), “Unfriended” unfolds entirely 
on the screen of good girl Blaire’s (Shelley 
Hennig) MacBook. It’s a slick gimmick. 

Blaire effortlessly navigates between Skype, 
iMessage, Gmail, Facebook, Y)uTube and

Google, and it’s easy to follow along with her 
if by any chance you’ve used those platforms. 
After what feels like 18 “Paranormal Activity” 
movies, it’s hard to make found footage seem 
fresh, but “Unfriended” manages it by keep- 
ing its audience plugged in like a character. 

Of course, there are those accidentally 
funny moments. The accurate depiction of 
videos and downloads taking time to load 
may have been intended to build suspense 
but just feels as annoying as dealing with a 
slow computer at the office. Near the end, 
Blaire tries to get help by pleading her case 
to strangers on Chatroulette (what is this, 
2010?). And seriously once kids start dying, 
why not at least try to close the MacBook? 

Fortunately the plot is driven less by the 
horrors of a dead girl killing off her friends 
online and more by the slow reveal of what 
terrible people these teenagers are, and that’s 
more intriguing than expected. The secrets 
come to light when Laura’s account demands 
they all play a game —Never Have I Ever. 
“Like the drinking game?” someone asks. 

“But in this version, the loser doesn’t 
drink. The loser dies.” 

Who needs scares when a movie delivers 
this big on laughs?
